THE LETHAL SUBMARINE 


Once more the deadliness of the 


submarine, even in peace times, 
has been illustrated by the recent 


loss of the British M-2 in the 
English Channel with its entire 
crew of 60 men, The vessel was 
engaged in practice exercises with 


other ships when it dived and fail- 
ed to come up again, Hight days 
later it was found on the bottom 
of the sea more than 100 feet he- 
low the surface, 

Although the M-2 was equipped 


with every known safety device, 
including individual escape appa- 
ratus, not a man on board was 
saved, 


This is the fourteenth submarine 
disaster in the last 10 years, the 
total lives lost being 607. Of these 
14 vessels Great Britain has lost

LEAP YEAR 

The fact that the earth does not 
rake a revolution around the sun 
in an even number of days ha 
caused much difficulty in making 
a calendar that would hold 
over finy considerable length of 
time. In faet, such a calendar has 
never been devised, but the one in 
present use is accurate enough for 
practical purposes, 

In reforming the calendar in 47 
B. C., Julius Caesar considered a 
vear to be 38644 days, 
ded a day every four years to take 
up the fractional excess. But the 
true year is only 865 days, 5 hours, 
18 minutes and 45.51 seconds, so

in the eourse of time the Julian 
calendar, based on a year some 11 
minutes too long, became more 
and more inaccurate. To correct 


this, Pope Gregory in 1582 caused 
10 days to be «dropped from the 
calendar, and also modified the 
rule for leap years by omitting the | 
extra day from the ending year of 
each century except those exactly 
divisible by 400. 


Thus the year 1600 was a leap 
year, while the years 1700, 1800 
and 1900 were not; 2000 will be

NOTES ON TAMMANY HALL 

When Grand Sachem John R. 
Voorhis of Tammany died early 
this month at the age of 102, the 
organization conferred on him the 
post-humous honor of making him 
a Great Grand Sachem, 

This action brought out the in- 
teresting but little known fact that 
only one other person had ever 
held the office of Great Grand 
Sachem, and that person was none 


other than George Washington, 
the first President of the United 
States. 

The Tammany Society was 


founded as a patriotic organization 
in 1789 and for a time was a non- 
partisan body, both Federalists and 
Republicans being numbered in its 
membership. It is likely that the 
high office conferred upon Wash- 
ington by the society was only hon- 
orary, but in any event Tammany 
claims him as its first Great Grand 
Sachem. 

Toward the end of Washington’s 
second term as President dissen- 
sions of a political nature arose 
among the Tammanyites and most

With only a few short inter- 
missions Tammany has ruled the 
city of New York ever since, It 
was ousted from power after the 
exposure of the infamous “Tweed 
erafts in 1871, but came 
back a few years later, As a re- 
sult of municipal abuses Tammany 
also lost the elections of 1895, 
1901 and 1918, but has controlled 
the cily continuously since 1918, 

Tammany is again under fire 
and series of investigations into 
its conduct of municipal affairs is 
being made, but the present ad- 
ministration’s term does not expire 
until the end of 1988. The offici- 
ally reeognized lender of Tamma- 
ny is John FF. Curry, and Alfred 
Ii. Smith is one of its sachems. 
Of 73 members of the Municipal 
Assembly of New York, only two 
are Republicans, which illustrates 
the effective working of this pow- 
erful political machine,

Farmers Will Get 
Production Loans 


AUBURN, Ala., Feb, 14.—Offi- 
cial information has been received 
by Director L, N, Dunean of the 
Alabama Extension Service from 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture that erop production loans will 
he made to Alabama farmers this 
year. No details were contained 
in the telepraphie communication 
other than that “loans will be 
available on basis of eredit needs 
without reference to previgus crop 
failures’ with “small allowances 
for, miscellaneous supplies used in 
crop production.” 

The method of handling these 
loans will be the same as of pre- 
vious years. Proéf, Dunean hag no- 
tified the county demonstration 
agents that this money is being 
made available. Applications will 
be handled by county loan com- 
mittees which will be created and 
other arrangements made as rapid- 
ly as feasible. 

Realizing that there will be a 
hie demand for this money, Direc- 
tor Dunean asks that farmers who 
expect to make application wait 
until arrangements are worked out 
in detail. 

The only definite information 
the county agents can give them 
now is that the money will be 
available but they cannot say 
when. When blank forms are re- 
ceived and other details completed 
an announcement will be made, 


Profits Are Obtained 


In Raising Turkeys 
LUVERNE, Ala., Feb, 14.—A 
Crenshaw County farmer, George 
H. Smith, has made an outstanding 
success of raising turkeys which 
he' recommends as a practical and 
profitable side line to the regular 
farming program. The details of 
Mr. Smith’s project follow: 

Mr. Smith began his venture in 
the Spring of 1980, with the pur- 
chase of 50. From these he raised 
46 turkeys, keeping five gobblers 
and 20 hens for breeding flocks. 

In April, 1981, Mr. Smith hatch- 
ed 850 poults from which he raised 
and matured 321 turkeys. These 
turkeys ran on range and were 
fattened on peanuts and home 
grown feeds. His sales were as 
follows: 

On December 14th, 196 of these 
turkeys were sold to the Farm Bu- 
reau Mutual Supply Co., bringing 
$511.87. Another lot of 20 tur- 
keys were sold bringing $70. He 
has on hand 48 that he will sell 
the latter part of February, which 
at the present market price will 
bring $120, In addition to these 
he has reserved 40 hens and five 
toms for breeding flocks for this 
year which can be conservatively 
estimated at $185 at prevailing 
market prices—he values them 
much higher. This totals $886.37 
receipts from this year’s flock. 
Above his investment in brooder 
houses, feeds, and all expenses he 
has netted more than $500 from 
his turkeys this year, 

For another year Mr. Smith 
plans to raise 1,000 turkeys for 
the market from which he figures 
he will clear around $1,800 with- 
out additional equipment expense. 
He unhesitatingly recommends that 
all farmers raise a small flock of 
turkeys as an additional source of 
income. He says he expects to fol- 
low strictly the advice of poultry 
experts and the county agent.

Farmer's Wife Writes 
Very Interesting Letter 


Dear Editor:— 

I have been thinking for some 
time I would write a few lines to 
your good paper and its many 
readers, so here I come. 

The health of this community 
is very good at the present, so 
far as I know, and, that is some- 
thing we should be mighty thank- 
ful for. 

The farmers are gelting along 
nicely with their farm work. Some 
have a lot of their land broken, 
but most of them don’t know what 
to plant for money crop, and of 
course that’s what we all need to 
know, I know we all should make 
our living at home first, but there 
are so many people who owe debts 
they made when times were good, 
Then they made cotton to buy 
most everything else with, but now 
since everything has gone to the 
bad they hardly know what to do 
or what to plant. 

I have told my husband several 
times if I had seventy-five or one 
hundred hens and ten or twelve 
good milk cows, two hogs with a 
nice buneh of pigs and raise our 
feed at home I could make our 
living, and we have a large fam- 
ily, too. But what do you think 
he would say when I would tell 
him that? He would say yés, but 
it would take all he could make 
on a two-mule crop to feed my 
cows, hogs and chickens. So you 
see that is the way most of our 
men are. If we women want to 
try a thing that is the reply they 
give us. But my husband is a 
mighty good fellow and I believe 
he will help me carry out these 
points if he doesn’t take up too 
much time with those ‘“polyties,” 
as it will soon be time for them 
to travel about, 

Now, I want to say a few words 
about the Cow Pen. I think that’s 
a mighty good thing. I always 
look forward to the day for the 
paper to come and get to read the 
Cow Pen, together with a lot of 
other good things that are always 
in The Clipper. Now,I think we 
all ought to thank our good friend, 
Mr. W. M. Brunson, the writer of 
the Cow Pen, for giving us so 
many good ideas about different 
things. Maybe if we would listen 
to him in lots of his plans we 
would get on foot again, I am 
anxious to try the capons he tells 
us about. I think I will try that 
on a small scale. I now have he- 
tween thirty and forty small chick- 
ens and have a small incubator sit- 
ting. I will be glad to hear how 
much the charges are to caponize,

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Farm Machinery Is 


On Low Price Level | 
AUBURN, Ala, — Answering: 
questions from farmers about the 


Wil- 

on, extension agricultural engin- 
eer at Auburn, says that a dollar 
will buy more in farm machinery 
than in any other way. He made 
this statement after making a com-| 
parative study of prices of differ- 
ent things which farmers buy, He 
found that machinery is now priced 
at a lower level. Planters, culti- 
vators, harrows, sulky plows, rakes 
dnd wagons, he said, are selling 
at a lower price basis than wash- | 
ing machines, ranges, milk cans, 
lawn mowers and the like. 

“Tt would be desirable if prices 
for farm and other commodities 
could be maintained at a _ price 
level fixed according to the price 
paid for farm products but this 
is impossible,’ Mr. Wilson added. } 
“True it is that farm products 
prices have some effect on the 
wages paid to manufacture farm 
machinery but such effects are al- 
ways slow. Wholesale prices are 
slow in affecting retail prices and 
retail prices are slow in affecting 
wages.” 

Mr. Wilson said that less than 
five cents of every dollar received 
for farm products was spent for 
new farm equipment during the 
years between 1924 and 19380, In- 
cluded in this five cents were al- 
most every kind of power farming: 
and field equipment. At the same 
time 1244 cents of the farm dollar 
was spent for labor; eight cents 
for taxes; 714 cents for interest 
on indebtedness; 15 to 20 cents 
for automobiles; 20 cents for food; 
15 cents for clothes and 10 cents 
for fertilizers. , 

Additional proof that farm ma- 
chinery is low in price is that no 
foreign machines are imported de- 
spite the fact that no ee pro- 
tects the manufacturer, Most other 
similarly manufacured products 
are well protected by a high tar- 
iff, he says.

You can make waffles with an- 
other tropical fruit beside pineapple. 
Here’s how they are combined with 
cocoanut: 

Beat three egg yolks well, and 
add one and three-fourths cups milk, 
Mix and sift two cups flour, four 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt and one tablespoon 
sugar, and add to the milk and egg 
combination.

The Progressive Parmer-Ruralist 
gives this timely stery of how one 
jarmer, W. G. Mangum, is getting 
ahead; 

“When the local market for 
country butter and buttermilk be- 
came flooded, he purchased a 
cream separator and bean selling 
cream, increasing his hogs and 
poultry to consume the skimmilk 
and surplus grain. Here are his 
four ‘cash crops’ now: 

“1. Cows.-—He is milking four 
to six dairy cows that supply milk 
for the family, skimmilk for the 
pigs and poultry, manure for the 
soil, a market for home-grown 
feeds, and a h income of #850 
to $400 per year from the sale of 
sour cream, 

2. Hops.—He has four pure- 
bred Duroe Jersey sows from 
which he clears $150 to $200 per 
year from the sale of pigs and 
meat, He buys a small quantity 
of fish meal and ship stuff but 
raises plenty of corn, The hogs 
also supply the family with meat 
and lard, 

“3. Hens.—He 
125 White Leghorn hens and is 
now selling from 50 to 60 dozen 
eggs per week, He makes a profit 
of $250 per year or more from 
the sale of poultry and eyes, He 
has to buy laying mash but feeds 
home-grown wheat and corn for 
grain ration.
